The of South Main 
street as it passes the Phillips 
academy campus has received final 
approval by the state and it is ex- 
pected that ground will be broken 
for this long-needed improvement 
early next spring. 

Plans issued by the state depart- 
ment of public works, which has 
called for bids on the project, show 
that the street will be widened from 
the present end of the state high- 
way for a distance of about 1400 
feet northerly to Wheeler street, in- 
cluding some widening at the inter- 
section of School street. 

The improvement calls for a divi- 
ded highway at the academy cam- 
pus with traffic islands to facili- 
tate the passage of students across 
the traveled way. The estimated 
cost of the project is between 
$40,000 and $50,000.
